COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
FRANKLIN, SS. 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Whately, 


in the County of Franklin, 
GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabit- 
ants of said Town, qualified to vote in elections and in 
Town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall in said Whately 
on Monday, the second day of February next, at 11:30 
o'clock in the forenoon, then and there to act on the fol- 
lowing articles: 

Article I. To choose by ballot all necessary Town 
Officers for the ensuing year: Moderator, Treasurer, 
Town Clerk, one Selectman for three years, Auditor, one 
assessor for three years, one School Committee for three 
years, one Library Trustee for three years, one Cemetery 
Commissioner for three years, Tree Warden, Elector un- 
der the Will of Oliver Smith, Tax Collector, and Con- 
stables. 

Article II. To receive the reports of the various 
Town Officers and Committees, and act thereon. 

Article III. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray the expenses of the Town for the 
ensuing year. 

Article IV. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, 
to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1942, 
and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one 
year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for 
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a period of less than one year, in accordance with Section 
17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 

Article V. To see what the Town will do with the 
money received from the County, called the Dog Fund. 

Article VI. To see if the Town will vote that the 
Collector of Taxes be paid on a salary or on a commission 
basis, the salary or commission to be fixed by a vote of the 
Town, or take any other action relative thereto. 

Article VII. To see if the Town will vote to accept 
any Trust Funds which have not already been accepted 
up to December 31, 1941. 

Article VIII. To see if the Town will vote that the 
Selectmen be authorized to prosecute and defend all suits 
that may be brought in behalf of, or against, the Town, 
and employ counsel for same. 

Article IX. To see if the Town will vote that the 
Cemetery Commissioners be authorized to appoint any of 


its members to act as Sextons, and to fix their compensa-: — 


tion therefor. 

Article X. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to petition the County Commissioners for the 
relocation of the River Road near the residence of John 
Zanieski, and of the Haydenville Road near the residence 
of Fred B. Bardwell, or take any other action relative 
thereto. 

Article XI. To see if the Town will instruct the 
Moderator to appoint a Committee to investigate the mat- 
ter of development of improved water service in the cen- 
ter of the Town, or take any other action relative thereto. 

Article XII. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $4000 for the maintenance of High- 
ways under the provisions of Sections 26-29 of Chapter 81 
of the General Laws and amendments thereto. 

Article XIII. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1000 for the improvement of Hay- 
denville Road, said money to be used in conjunction with 
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any money which may be alloted by the State or County, 
or both, for this purpose, or take any other action relative 
thereto. 

Article XIV. To see if the Town will instruct the 
Moderator to appoint a Committee to serve without com- 
pensation, to revise and bring up-to-date the History of 
Whately, and request the Selectmen to provide said Com- 
mittee with such reasonable sums as they may require, 
from the Contingent Account, for postage, stationery and 
necessary expenses. : 

Article XV. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1000 for Civilian Defense, or take 
any other action relative thereto. 

Article XVI. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1200 for additional fire hose and 
equipment, for the purpose of obtaining certain reductions 
in fire insurance rates, and to appoint a Committee to ex- 
pend the money, subject to the approval of the Selectmen, 
or take any other action relative thereto. 

Article XVII. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $600 for the repair and strengthen- 
ing of Lane Bridge, said sum to be expended in conjunc- 
tion with any sums alloted for this purpose by the State or 
County, or both, or take any other action relative thereto. 

Article XVIII. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $270 for salaries and expenses of 
conducting Adult Americanization Classes under the di- 
rection of the School Committee, or take any other action 
relative thereto. 

Article XIX. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $400 for trimming and repairing 
‘shade trees on and adjacent to town property and high- 
ways, or take any other action relative thereto.

Selectmen's Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


In accordance with the requirements of the Statutes 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, we herewith sub- 
mit our report for the year ended December 31, 1941. 


No especially important projects have been in pro- 
gress during 1941, but we again are pleased to call atten- 
tion to the Tax Collector’s report, showing substantial 
gains in collections, and we hope that continued co-opera- 
tion will allow this good record to continue. The finan- 
cial condition of the town is improving each year, largely 
due to good tax collecting, and should not be allowed to go 
back to the former unsatisfactory basis. 


In view of the war situation, it is thought best to 
avoid any unusual expense in 1942, but the condition of 
Lane Bridge is very serious, as it carries a much heavier 
traffic load than is safe, and although the State has made 
several surveys and plans for replacing it, they have 
definitely vetoed this work for the duration of the war. 
However, they have made a careful examination of the 
- present structure and have agreed to assist in making 
such repairs and strengthening as will suffice to carry the 
traffic for several years to come, at a total cost of $1200. 
This will be borne 1% by the State and the balance by the 
Town, if the County is unwilling to cooperate. More com- 
plete details will be available at the town meeting. Other 
bridges are in good condition, several having beenreplank- 
ed in 1941 and we plan to repair and replank others this 
year. 


There probably will be no allotment from the State 
for highway construction this year, therefore Chapter 90 
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appropriation will likely be omitted. Maintenance of 
Chapter 90 roads will be taken care of from the Chapter 
81 Account. 


During the year, a complete survey of our town hall 
and school buildings was made by insurance officials, with 
the result that with minor repairs, which are already in 
progress, we are receiving substantial reductions in rates. 
It was considered desirable to place some additional cover- 
age on the hall and on the contents of the school buildings, 
which requires a somewhat larger appropriation for pre- 
miums this year, but during the 2 years following, all 
policies will be re-written in such a way that premium 
costs will be equalized to allow 1/3 to become payable each 
year, making a more satisfactory set-up in this respect, 
as well as giving much better coverage. 


We would like to call attention to the article request- 
ing appropriation for fire equipment. This matter was | 
brought up at a special meeting early in the year, but was 
referred to the annual meeting. If the purchase of this 
additional hose and a used truck is approved, a substan- 
tial reduction in fire insurance rates on “‘village property” 
will be granted by the Insurance Rating Bureau. This 
not only affects property actually in the center of town, 
but any property within 2 miles of the fire station which 
is not used as farm property. We believe this will be a 
worthwhile benefit to a considerable number of our 
citizens. 


We had contemplated requesting the exchange of our 
highway truck this spring, but since this is now imprac- 
ticable, we need an increased maintenance appropriation. 
However, this is taken from last year’s earnings, so en- 
tails no taxation. 


A substantial reduction in Welfare cost was made 
in 1941, and the case mentioned in our last report has, at 
least temporarily, been placed on a satisfactory basis for 
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the town. Old Age Assistance, while carrying a larger 
case load, was kept at almost as low a net cost to the 
town as the previous year. However, a larger appropri- 
ation is asked for 1942, due to increases granted by the 
last legislature and an anticipated increase in case load 
and other inevitable expenditures. 


In connection with the administration of Aid to De- 
pendent Children and Old Age Assistance, the Federal 
government has demanded that all appointees having the 
expending of U. 8. Grants must be put under Civil Service, 
and we are glad to report that our agent, Paul F. Field, 
who has cared for this work for the past 51 years, passed 
the examination with a creditable mark and we have been 
notified that he is now protected by Civil Service regu- 
lations. 

We are constantly being urged to appropriate funds 
for Civilian Defense, by all the State and County agencies 
connected with this work. As it is necessary that we 
share in such of these matters as affect our own town and 
citizens, we are asking for a $1000 appropriation for this 
purpose, but we sincerely hope that we can turn back a 
substantial portion of this amount at the end of the year.

The Treasurer has in his possession and due the Town 
on December 31, 1941 the sum of $20,084.77, this amount 
being verified by a check of the bank’s statement and 
actual count of cash on hand. There are no unpaid orders 
outstanding. | 

The Treasurer holds Tax Title deeds amounting to 
$703.83. Several parcels are now in the hands of Town 
Counsel for foreclosure through Land Court, and several 
others will be foreclosed under Low Value procedure dur- 
ing the year. 

My check of the Tax Collector’s records show total 
uncollected taxes of $14,079.50, the details of which ap- 
pear in his report herewith.

I herewith submit my annual report of the Fire 
Department for the year 1941. 


During the year the firemen have answered 40 calls, as 
- follows; chimney fires 27, brush and grass 7, flooded oil 
burner 1, barns 2, trees 2, dump 1. 


Also during the past year one length of booster hose 
was replaced and a chimney nozzle purchased costing 
$31.80. 


The members of the Fire Department from their own 
treasury have purchased 3 firemens helmets and a 20 ft. 
extension ladder totalling $60.00. 


The year just passed makes two consecutive years that 
Whately has not had a complete loss of property by fire. 
I hope that this splendid record may be continued in 
years to come. 


I recommend that the Department be allowed to buy 
at least one all-purpose Gas Mask and that the Town give 
consideration to the proposition that has been afforded 
them by the Insurance Underwriters in regard to re- 
ductions in rates on village property. And I further recom- 
mend the continuation of the Fire Deparment Reserve 
Fund which was started at the last annual Town Meeting 
and that the unexpended balance of the 1941 Fund and 
the reimbursements received from the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts be added to this fund.

My casual survey 
indicates that about one more year with the same approp- 
riation will serve to clean up the east part of Town, and , 
two more years for the west and center, therefore I ask 
that a $400 appropriation be made for 1942.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of 
the books and accounts of the town of Whately for the 
perod from December 2, 1937 the date of the previous 
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examination, to July 26, 1941, and submit the following 
report thereon: 

3 The financial transactions, as recorded on the 
books of the several departments collecting or disbursing 
money for the town or sending out bills.for collection, were 
examined, cheeked and verified. 

The ledger accounts as kept by the auditor 
were examined and checked in detail. The receipts as re- 
corded were checked with the treasurer’s record of re- 
ceipts, while the recorded payments were compared with 
the selectmen’s warrants and with the treasurer’s books. 
The appropriations as listed from the town clerk’s record 
of town meetings were checked with the ledger appropria- 
tion accounts, while all other ledger accounts were 
checked with information in the departments in which 
the transactions originated. The ledger was analyzed, a 
trial balance was taken off, and a balance sheet showing 
the financial condition of the town on July 26, 1941 was 
prepared and is appended to this report. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer 
were examined and checked in detail. The recorded re- 
ceipts were compared with the records of the depart- 
ments collecting money for the town and with the other 
sources from which money was paid into the town 

treasury. The payments were checked with the warrants 
of the selectmen authorizing them, the cash book addi- 
tions were verified, and the cash balance on July 26, 1941, 
- was proved by actual count of the cash in the office and 
by reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement 
furnished by the depository. 

The tax title deeds in the custody of the 
treasurer were checked with the accounts of the treasurer 
and collector. 

The securities, including savings bank books, 
representing the investment of trust funds in the custody 
of the treasurer were inspected and listed. The income 
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was proved, while the transfers and withdrawals were 
verified. 

The receipts for licenses issued by the select- 
men were checked with the licenses granted. The pay- 
ments to the treasurer were verified, and the surety 
bonds filed with the town by individuals to whom liquor 
licenses were granted were examined and checked with 
the record of licenses issued. 

The books and accounts of the tax collectors 
were examined and checked. The tax accounts outstand- 
ing according to the previous examination were audited, 
and all subsequent commitments and recommitments 
were proved with the assessors’ warrants. The collec- 
tion as recorded were checked, the payments to the 
treasurer were verified, the recorded abatements were 
checked to the assessors’ abatement records, and the 
outstanding accounts were listed and proved with the 
auditor’s ledger accounts. The outstanding accounts were ' 
further verified by mailing notices to a number of per- 
sons whose names appeared on the books as owing money 
to the town and from the replies received it appears that 
the outstanding accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The surety bonds of the town clerk, treasurer, 
tax collectors, and deputy tax collectors were examined 
and found to be in proper form. 

The recorded receipts of the sealer of weights 
and measures were compared with the record of work 
done, and the payments to the treasurer were verified. 


The receipts of thetownclerk for dog and sport- 
ing licenses were checked with the record of licenses is- 
sued, and the payments to the town treasurer and to the 
Division of Fisheries and Game were verified. The cash 
on hand July 26, 1941, was proved by actual count. 


The librarian’s records of receipts from fines, 
etc. were checked, the payments to the treasurer were 
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verified, and the cash on hand July 26, 1941 was proved 
by actual count. » 

The records of bills sent out for collection 
by the public welfare department were examined and 
checked in detail. The commitments were reconciled with 
the auditor’s ledger accounts, the recorded collections 
were compared with the payments to the treasurer, the 
disallowances and abatements were checked, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed and proved. 


The records of the cemetery commissioners 
relating to sales of lots and work done were found to be 
incomplete, and it is therefore recommended that a com- 
plete and detailed record be kept of the financial transac- 
tions of the cemetery department. 


The work of all other departments, especially 


of the town auditor, has been performed in an efficient 
and accurate manner. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the 
balance sheet, are tables showing a reconciliation of the 
treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax and departmental 
accounts, as well as tables showing the transactions and 
condition of the trust funds. 


For the cooperation received from the several 
town officials while engaged in making the audit, I wish, 
on behalf of my assistants and for myself, to express 
appreciation.

Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee, Whately, Mass. 


It is with real pleasure that I submit my first report 
as Superintendent of Schools for Whately. I consider 
1941 has been a year of accomplishment, and I report to 
you under certain headings as follows: 

School Personnel: Total numbers of pupils in the 
elementary schools of Whately have not changed mater- 
lally since a year ago, although there have been marked 
changes in certain group totals. The distribution can be 
seen very well from the following table:

The heavy numerals show the numbers of pupils of 
generally acceptable NORMAL ages for the several 
grades; and it may be noted that these total 46 pupils, or 
40% of the whole number in these schools. At the same 
time, however, there are all of 42 pupils, or 37% who are 
under those normal ages for their grades, and 26 pupils or 
23% who are over normal age. 
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That latter figure is quite an ordinary one; but the 
37% who are under age deserve careful consideration 
as to whether or not a very appreciable number of 
children are entering school at too early an age. They 
give an excess of immaturity to the various class groups 
which is very apt to be a distinct handicap to such groups 
when they enter the secondary school levels later. 3 

The number of Whately pupils in high school is less 
this year than previously; but there are 23 pupils at 
Smith’s Agricultural School in Northampton as this re- 
port is composed,—the largest number of such pupils 
thus far. 

But one teacher change has occurred during 1941. Miss 
Frances Filipkowski resigned at the close of school last 
June, in order to marry. She is succeeded by Miss Camella 
Maiewski of Whately, B. 8., Bridgewater, 1941. Division 
of grades among the several teachers is as follows: 


Mrs. MacKay: Grades I and II 
Miss Smith: Grades III and IV 
Mrs. Hager: Grade V and part of Grade VI 
Mrs. Roote: Part of both Grades VI and VII 


Miss Maiewski: Part of Grade VIland Grade VIII 


Dr. Kenneth H. Rice, of South Deerfield was appointed 
to be School Physician; Miss Elsie Smith, R. N., School 
Nurse; Mrs. Isabel Montague and Mr. S. G. Maniatty 
Supervisors of Music and Art, respectively ; Messrs J. A. 
and E. W. Wood the schools’ janitors; and Mr. Eugene N. 
Graves the Attendance Officer. 


Books and Supplies: In accordance with your pro- 
gressive policy, both books and supplies purchases dur- 
ing 1941 were such as to maintain comparatively ex- 
cellent standards in teaching and complete adequacy of 
materials. New English and History texts were pur- 
chased in the 5th and 6th grades, respectively; certain 
workbooks; new Music Books for primary grades and in 
the East Whately School; and many others purchased to 
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add to numbers in sets already in use, such purchases 
made necessary by influx of pupils into Grades I and II 
last Fall,—a “by-product” result of the current defense 
effort. Costs of supplies have increased materially, and 
of books somewhat, towards the close of 1941; and higher 
prices yet are imminent. : 


Building Maintenance: Unexpected items of neces- 
sary repairs made your committee exceed its Repair bud- 
get item amount considerably ; but each and every repairs 
job done was absolutely needed. 

In the East Whately School, the flat sections of the 
roof developed serious leaks, which could no longer be 
ignored as they actually imperilled the classroom ceilings 
under them. These sections received completely new 
roofing, calculated to last over the next ten years or 
more. A special appropriation of $150.00 was included for 
grading the grounds outside the building; and, under 
the skillful direction of Mr. Morris Powers, a fine job was 
done at a cost of just two cents less than the appropriated 
amount. On the South side of the building, on the out- 
side, a complete new section of stucco work was done, 
and many other cracked places repaired. 


In the East Whately School, too, repairs were made to 
water piping in the basements; a very odorous sanitary 
equipment entirely removed and replaced by a fine modern 

unit; the hot air furnace, discovered to have been defec- 
tive and thus made subject to condemnation, was re- 
moved last summer, and was replaced by one which, 
though no longer in use at the South Deerfield School, 
was nevertheless in excellent condition. Through Deer- 
field’s courtesy, only the costs of its removal thence, and 
its installation in the East Whately School, became 
Whately’s liability. 

Subsequent to the boiler inspector’s visit to East 
Whately last Summer, we were required tu replace a de- 
fective water intake valve unit,—a large order,—and 
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to make other minor changes in the steam furnace. This 
has been done. 

At the Center School, an unsightly and inappropriate 
flagpole, which jutted out from the west side cornice- 
front, was removed last Summer, and replaced by a fine 
outside pole by the excellent work of Mr. Richard Allis 
and his boy scout troop. Mr. Richard Budar and some 
friends have supplied an appropriate flag for this new 
pole, and all this has improved the school’s appearance 
greatly. ~ 

Some new shades were installed in the Northeast room 
of the East Whately School; and some painting done, 
of classroom ceilings and walls and in the hallway. Then, 
in both schools, where there was utterly inadequate 
classroom lighting, two fine ceiling fixtures of globe type 
were installed in each classroom in use. 

It became necessary to have electrical installation 
changes. and to divide the existing lighting circuit into 
two separate ones, in the East Whately School; but the net 
result is a splendid improvement over past conditions. I 
hope all Whately people will take occasion to visit the 
schools, for I know the things done to date will be 
as gratifying to them as they are to your committee and 
myself. 

In the Center School, Mr. E. W. Wood continued his 
excellent care of that building by doing considerable paint- 
ing there, both inside and out. Your committee also had 
some remedial work done on the front steps, to good 
effect. 

In both schools much remains to be done to put the 
buildings in good condition; but your committee is 
aware of present conditions in them, and routine re- 
pairs, including painting and plastering, have already 
been discussed at your meetings We must “put our house 
in order.”

Adult Civic Education: An appropriation of $270.00 
was set aside for classes of this nature at the 1941 town 
meeting; and, after much preliminary preparation, the 
first class meeting was held on November 5 last. Since a 
Supervisor’s services are required for State approval, I 
was able to obtain the services of Mr. Roger Bertrand, 
experienced Supervisor and teacher from South Deerfield, 
in that capacity; as teacher, Mr. Raymond N. Jenness of 
Hatfield, also experienced. At last reports some thirty- 
one individuals had registered in the classes to date, with 
an average attendance of around 20; nineteen classes 
had been conducted out of a minimum of 40 required dur- 
ing the school year. and the adult students have seemed 
quite enthusiastic. 


The primary purpose of adult civic education is, of 
course, the presentation to adult people, whether or not 
they be aliens, of opportunities to acquire proficiencies 
in the fundamentals of academics,—to aliens certain 
training in the pre-requisites for citizenship attainment. 

The classes conducted to date are of high calibre,—I 
have in my files a letter of congratulation from the 
State Supervisor of Adult Civic Education on the classes 
in both Deerfield and Whately. I believe they should be 
continued in 1942, but have discontinued them until after 
the Town Meeting pending decision by the citizens of 
Whately on the matter. 


Innovations: The only real departures from former 
procedure during 1941 were two in number: 


1. Simplification of the graduation exercises in June. 


2. Installation of the Rinehart Functional Handwrit-— 
ing System in the schools through the Fall months. 


In the first item, I am assured that all who attended 
those exercises were much pleased at their form and with 
the manner of their conduction. There is yet room for 
improvement, however.

In the second item above, it is probable that the bene- 
fits of this innovation are already apparent to the parents 
of pupils in school. Certainly I have received approving 
comments from our teachers as a result of the move; 
and the system is being continued into 1942. 


Elsewhere on these pages are to be found the reports 
of the Supervisors of Art and Music, and of the School 
Physician and Nurse. These are clear and self-explanatory 
and require no comment by me. There are some statistical 
data of interest, also. 


Recommendations: I find that I have indicated cer- 
tain hopes on behalf of the schools in the preceding para- 
graphs to some extent; but I shall take the liberty of 
itemizing what I believe to be our most outstanding needs 
as follows: 


1. A complete outside paint job should be done at 
the East Whately School, involving at least one coat, 
“oeunned’’, on the stucco, and two coats on the wood 
work. Painting the stucco will do wonders on heat 
saving, improving the building’s appearance, and 
preserving the stucco itself. 


2. A hard plaster ceiling should be applied to the metal 
lath already in place in the boys’ basement at 
East Whately. During inclement weather that is 
the sole play area there; and the present soft plaster 
has suffered during the past several years and is 
badly battered. Mere patching does not suffice. 


3. The windows, cornices, and trim should be painted 
at the Center School, and some minor roof repairs 
made. Two ceilings should be whitened there, too. 


4. Some additional work should be done on the oval 
plot and on the other grass plots in front of the 
Kast Whately School, to improve the general ap- 
pearance there and to define the driveway and foot- 
paths.

5.-The Adult Civic Education classes should be con- 
tinued through 1942. An appropriation equal to 
that of 1941, should suffice for this purpose in every 
respect; though more sessions would be conducted 
than in 1941, counting those of both Spring and Fall. 


Conclusion: I know of no three persons who could 
possibly have given me, a newcomer last January, greater 
cooperation than that which I have been privileged to re- 
ceive from you three members of the Whately School 
Board. There have been many many problems to solve; 
new situations to me, coming here from another state; 
and you have never failed to give freely of your time, 
with an unfailing kindness and courtesy which I thorough- 
ly appreciate. To this has been added complete coopera- 
tion and loyalty given me by all members of the teach- 
ing staffs, the janitors, pupils, and all others concerned 
with the schools’ operation; and genuine friendliness by 
the Whately citizenry in toto. 1941 was avery happy year 
and a busy one; and I look forward, despite the problems 
engendered for us all by the present national emergency, 
to another year of real progress in 1942.

My dear Mr. Osborne: 


Films on health and geography were shown to the 
pupils in October and November. Five reels on “Captain 
January’ were shown them at the Christmas Party. 


I have regularly assisted the physician and dentist 
with their routine examinations and also with the toxoid 
and dental clinics. Numerous home visits resulted in 
tonsilectomies for eight children during the summer. Four 
of these were done by their private physicians and four 
at the hospital clinic. Seven children taken to an oculist 
have been fitted to glasses. Children were taken to the 
Crippled Children’s Clinic in Northampton, to the doctor, 
dentist or oculist and to their homes as the need arose for 
this service. 


Miss Juliet A. Whittaker, R. N., Consultant Nurse from 
the State Department of Public Health, retested the hear- 
ing of the twelve children, who had defective hearing a 
year ago and found that all of them had improved. 
Twenty-six were given their first audiometer hearing 
tests, three showing some loss of hearing. I assisted her. 


During the fifty visits to the schools, two hundred 
fifty-seven inspections of children were made and one 
hundred fifty-six consultations with the teachers, pupils 
and others were held. The children were weighed two 
times, two hundred twenty-four in all. Righty visits were 
made to homes,

One child benefited greatly by her four weeks at the 
Greenfield Health Camp. 


An urgent need for more health education materials 
and books exists in all the grades. 


Please extend my thanks and appreciation to all con- 
cerned with the bettering of the health of our school 
children.

My dear Mr. Osborne: 

It is with pleasure that once again I submit my annual 
report as Supervisor of Music in the schools of Whately. 

Relatively few children will ever earn a living as pro- 
fessional musicians but all will wish, at times, to join a 
group in producing music either vocally or instrumentally. 
Public school music provides for present and future 
pleasure through association with others in producing 
music, and gaining, in addition, a true spirit of teamwork. 

Rote songs are learned by first graders to provide a 
repertoire for present and future enjoyment and to unify, 
as far as possible, tonal production. Rhythm, with the 
use of the piano, plays a most important part in the 
Whately primary grades. 

Reading in the latter part of the second grade is im- 
portant. No one can deny that there is pleasure and hap- 
piness derived from the study of music if one has seen 
the joy displayed on the faces of children when they are 
first given music books. Rote songs already learned are 
in the first book, enabling the class to sing immediately 
_ from the printed page. Syllables are then taught by rote 
for a few weeks, after which the class easily slips into 
reading. 

The third and fourth grades must gain mastery over 
increasingly difficult phases of music reading and tech- 
nical information, but still retain their early enthusiasm 
for group participation. 

In as much as I became associated with this school sys- 
tem late in the year, the rest of the season was spent 
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in improving music reading. Progress has been most 
noticeable and gratifying. Individual singing was under- 
taken and did much to increase each pupil’s ability so 
that the upper grades, at present, are reading music for 
themselves without resorting to rote method of learn- 
ing a song. 

Since it seems worth while to acquaint our youth with 
musical events of the day in order to enjoy the radio 
and benefit from newspaper reading, reports of music pro- 
grams of famous musicians and their lives are discussed 
in class. Some classes are listening to the N. B. C. Music 
Appreciation Hour conducted by Dr. Walter Damrosch 
and are learning the instruments of a symphony 
orchestra. 

As is customary, last spring the upper grades pre- 

pared a music program for the final exercises in June held 
at the Town Hall. This gave parents and friends an oppor- 
tunity to see what the music program had accomplished. 
May I extend a cordial invitation to all to visit classes 
with the supervisor at any time. 
It may not be amiss to take this opportunity to say 
that, in my opinion, the Whately schools display an un- 
usual spirit of enthusiasm for music. This is as true now 
as it was during the previous years that I held my present 
position in Whately. Consequently, it has been a very 
great pleasure to be affiliated once more with these 
schools. 

May I say in closing that I appreciate the cooperation 
and interest extended to me by you, Mr. Osborne, in try- 
ing to make music a source of present and future en- 
joyment for the children of Whately.
